_ HE libraries at Broomhead were mainly formed by Mr. J. W. 

AE Rimington-Wilson (1822-1877), a noted authority on 
indoor games and an enthusiastic amateur of chess. They 
were maintained and added to by his son, the late Mr. 
R. H. Rimington-Wilson, well-known both as a shot and as 
a writer on shooting, and a member of the General Council 
of the Billiards Control Club. 
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The sporting and general portion is remarkable rather for wide 
variety than for the value of single books. It includes a substantial 
section on angling; many scarce and curious works, English and foreign, 
on sports and indoor games; a large number with coloured plates; and a 
few early English works and incunables. 


The Chess Library, one of the most remarkable and extensive in 
existence, covers most comprehensively the printed literature of the game, 
in many languages, from the 15th Century to modern times. Of some 
more famous books, such as Cessolis’ “ Libellus” and Saul’s “ Famous 
Game,” successive editions are included: of others, such as Ruy Lopez’ 
“ Giuoco ” and Greco’s “ Royal Game,” several copies are present. There 
is also a large number of manuscripts, ranging from a Cessolis dated 
1466 to original records, in many volumes, of games played at well-known 
clubs and by celebrated masters, and autograph essays and analyses by 
noted students of the game. 


The Library is, however, particularly remarkable for certain of its 
contents which the ordinary collector would not associate primarily with 
the game of chess. These include a very fine copy of the first edition of 
the Hypnerotomachia, 1499, with the Paris editions of 1546, 1554, 1561, 
and 1600; the Arithmetica of Jordanus Nemorarius (the first book 
associated with the name of a Scottish printer); and other rarities not 
obviously connected with the game. Most important of all is the mag- 
nificent autograph poem by Oliver Goldsmith (lot 335). Unpublished in 
the author’s lifetime, this was included in Cunningham’s edition of his 
works (1855): since then it had passed from the general knowledge of 
collectors and was not traced by Miss Balderston for her Census of 1926. 
The great rarity of Goldsmith’s manuscripts of any kind is well-known : 
so superlatively rare is his verse that the re-discovery of this manuscript 
more than doubles the quantity of autograph verse recorded by the 
Census as surviving.
